CONVENTION HALL, CHICAGO,’ III., June 25.— 
At 10:50 the band Is playing, and the California 
delegation are unfurling the celebrated blue 
banner bearing the inscription: ‘‘Blaine and 
protection,’’ in large gold letters. 

This indicates that they intend to flash it on 
the corivention at the proper time. Just when 
and under what circumstances, they 
may choose to spring it on the 
convention remains to be seen. 
There are other indications than this signifi- 
cant banner incident which show that some 
ofthe Blaine people propose to make their 
final effort to-day, but there is reason to be- 
lieve that this effort will fail. Some of Mr. 
Biaine’s friends have given up all hopes of 
his nomination. 

MR. MANLEY HAS JUST TOLD 


nis friends that he did not believe that Blaine 


would accept anything short of an unanimous 
nomination; that he had now no hopes that 
this eould be obtained and that he considered 
Blaine’s chances as dead, as his nomination 
was out of the question. 

The Pennsylvania delegates have just ar- 
rived and taken their seats. Quay appears to 
be confident, but he does not say that he has 
an absolutely sure thing. The delegation will 
vote 48 for Sherman and 12 for Harrison on the 
first ballot. The Sherman men claim that New 
York will come over to Sherman on the third 
ballot. They say that absolute promises have 


been made to this effect, Mr. McMann says 
that Sherman’s nomination is probable this 
morging, but his defeat is possible. 


CALLED TO ORDER. 

At 11:08 the convention was called to order 
by Chairman Estee, who was again in good 
voice, and the roceedings were opened with 
prayer by the v. Arthur Edwards of Chi- 
cago. He invoked the divine protection upon 
the convention and the richest blessings upon 
ite Chairman and other officers. 

The convention meets with the almost abso- 
lute certainty that Blaine is entirely out of the 
race and that all the candidates must combine 
to prevent the ey ey nomination of Sher- 
man. Evidently there is some occasion for 
delay, for as soon as the prayer is concluded 
Chairman Estee rings the little electric bell 
which starts the band.

The result was received with a burst of ap- 
plause andthe great auaience rose to its feet 
and shouted until it had tired itgelf out. One 
of the officers of the convention climbed on 
the chairman’s desk and waved a. banner 
bearing the portrait of Harrison. The ladies in 
the galleries waved their handkerchiefs and 
their parasols. Hats were thrown upand a 
scene of enthusiasm followed. Ories of He's 
all right“ were heard in the din. Finaiiy with 
three cheers for Harrison the convention be- 
came quiet enough to hear the official an- 
nouncement of the result. 

MAKING THE NOMINATION UNANIMOUS. 

Gov. Foraker then took the platform amid 
enthusiastic cheers and said: ‘‘Gentlemen of 
the Convention—The delegarion from Ohlo 
came here all Sherman men. They are 
now all Harrison men. (Applause.) It 
is easier for us to be so when we remember 
that Gen. Harrison had the good sense to be 
born in Ohio. (Laughter.) I am directed by 
the unanimous vote of the Ohio delegation to 
moo the convention on behalf of the State of 
Ohio that the nomination of Mr. Ben Harrison 
be made nnanimous.’’ r 

Mr. Horr of Miehigan seconded Gov. For- 
aker’s motion. He hoped that the convention 
would be unanimous, ‘‘but we will stand by 
Harrison just as firmly as we have stood by 
Alger. Some people do not think that he 
knew everything, but I think that I can see 
the hand of Providence in this nomination. 
We hoped to place asoldier at the head of the 
ticket. The convention has done it. Now let 
us go home and ratify it. 

Senator Farwell, on behalf of Illinois, also 
seconded the motion of Gov. Foraker. 

DEPEW’S LITTLE SPEECH. 

Chauncey M. Depew of New York also sec- 
onded Foraker’s motion. This conven- 
tion would adjourn in a different temper from 
any other convention ina quarter ot a cent- 
ury. No candidate before the con- 
vention expected to succeed, and 
no one was disappointed. The candidates 
would go away with heart-burnings, but full 
of enthusiasm as they were when they came 
here. New York was the cosmopolitan 
State ofthe Union. Men of other States, when- 
ever they got too big for their own common- 
wealth, went to New York, and when New 
York found a man too large for his own 
commonwealth, and he would not move, she 
adopted him. New York had adopted Ben- 
amin Harrison and voted for him solidly. 
pte In concluston, Mr. Depew pre- 

icted an old-time victory for the Republ 
icans, for Republican principles and for the 
salvation of the industrial interests of the 
country. (Applause.) . 

Gen. Hastings of Pennsylvania said that he 
was also authorized to second the motion to 
make the nomination unanimous. He cad 
that Pennsylvania had 100,000 majority for any 
candidate and it wasthat and perhaps more 
for Harrison. 

Mr. Henderson of Iowa also seconded the 
motion. He was sorry now for the quill- 
driversin the Democratic sanctums.

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AT HARRISON'S HOME, 


The Republicans of Indianapolis Wildly En- 
thusiastic Over the Nomination. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 25.—The balloting 
at Chicago and the prominence of Gen. Harri- 
son in the later votes of last week had 
roused the liveliest interest among 
Republicans in this city. The Sunday night 
telegrams indicating a possibility of 
his nomination this morning whetted 
this interest to the keenest point, and at 


the hour appointed for the assembling of 
the convention the newspaper offices and 
other points where bulletins were exposed 
were surrounded by throngs of people anx- 
ious to hear the news. The result of the sixth 
ballot, showing 231 votes for Harrison, 
was received with enthusiastic cheers, 
which were redoubled when the next 
ballot gave bim 278. A few minutes after 1 
o'clock, when it became apparent, as the 
roll call progressed, that his nomina- 
tion was probable, the excitement in the 
streets became intense. When Tennessee 
made his nomination certain tremendous 
cheers broke forth and thé crowds from 
all the bulletin boards made a frantic 
rush for Gen. Harrison’s law office in Market 
street, shouting, waving hats, umbrellas 
and canes as they went. 1 in- 
credibly short space of time the 

atreet was packed with thousands of excitedly 
a men, many of whom rushed into 
his ce, crowding around him aud 
AD themselves hoarse. The halls and 
rooms were packed and in front of the build - 
ing was a mass of people waving flags, hats, 
canes and bandkerchiefs. A continuous 
stream of people assed around the 
General as he stood in the center of the room. 
Each man gave him a hearty shake of the 
hand, but many were too excited to give any 
expression of their feeling. The General bore 
himself splendidly, and to each he extended 
his hand, smiled and now and then thanked 
those who could find their voices for the ut- 
terance of congratulation. 

THE GENERAL COOL. 

All this was preceded by an interesting 
scene. While the bulletins were being re- 
ceived in Gen. Harrison’s law office, 
quite a number of his personal friends 
were there, buthe was apparently the cool- 
est person present, opening and read- 
ing the dispatches and announcing their 
contents in the coolest manner possible. 
When it became known on the eighth ballot 
that his nomination was assured those in 
the room began to show great excitement, 
and when the facet of his nomina- 
tion was announced they rushed around him 
with congratulations. Even then Gen. Harri- 
son was cool and collected, shaking every 
hand that was offered and giving a pleas- 
ant word to each. In less than five minutes 
the halls were filled with a cheering crowd 
and the streets with a dense mass of peo- 
— Amid tumultuous cheering Gen. 
larrison appeared at the front window, 
bowing and waving his thanks to the crowd.

The Harrison Combination—Scenes in the 
Great Convention To- Day.

CONVENTION HALL, CHICAGO, III., June 25.—

lot this morning, when Gen. Henderson of

HOW THE NOMINATION OF BEN HARRISON 
STRUCK sr. LOUIS. 


The Cheering Was Neither Wild Nor Enthu- 
siastic as the Result Was First Announced 
on the “Post-Dispateh” Bulietin—Blaine 
Men Hang Back—The Scene on Change 
—Betting and the Betters. 


The news of the nomination of Harrison 
was received with some manifestations 
‘of enthusiasm throughout the lower sections 
of the city. When the bulletin announcing 
the result of the big convention at Chicago 
was posted up in the windows 
of the POSsST-DISPATCH the hundreds 
of people who crowded and crushed and 
jammea one another infront ofthe building 
shouted their approbation with lungs of 
leather. There was a sudden stampede of the 
crowd, individual members of which 
could not get away fast enough to 
inform friends who were waiting in 
their offices for the latest news. 
However, as fast as one man hurried off from 
the crowd to alarm the people in his neigh- 
borhood of the news another took his place, 
and the people kept up the usual cheering ev- 
ery time a new bulletin was posted. The 
PosT- DISPATCH was the first to give the news 
of the nomination, and those Republicans 
who heard it seemed more or less satisfied. 
True, the Blaine men were a little annoyed at 


the failure of their favorite, Notwithstand- 
ing the news that he had requested his name 
to be left offthe ballots the Blaineites adher ed 
to the belief that he alone would be 

THE SUCCESSFUL MAN, 
and that surely he would accept it if he were 
nominated. 

Why, said one man on Change, don't 
you know it’s all cut and dried up there? 
There isn’t a man before that convention that 
hus anything at all like Blaine’s strength, and 
it will hurt the party if Blaine doesn’t get it. 

This opinion still prevailed even when the 
California delegation was bulletined with six- 
teen votes for Harrison. 

That's only a bluff, said a Blaine man. 
California can’t go another way but Blaine 
if they were hung for it. 

The doubters found relief in offering $5 or so 
against Blaine, which was taken now and 
then. The general drift of opinion among the 
Republicans was naturally favorable towards 
the candidate, and this might have been ex- 
pected. 

An astonishing thing was the fact that the 
Democrats seemed a great deal more jolly 
over the nomination than even the Republi- 
cans. With Blaine at the head of the ticket— 
well, they dida’t know; but with Harrison, 
why it wasa sure thing for Cleveland. On the 
whole, however, it was manifest that the 
enthusiasm was not as strong among the Re- 
publicans as it has been on prior occasions. 

THE NEWS ON ’CHANGE. 

On Change the nomination did not provoke 
any inordinate amount of cheering, and this 
was the more marked, as the proclivity of the 
‘*boys’’ inthe direction of hilarity from any 
cause is proverbial. Of course there was 
some howling, but, strange to say, the most 
of it was done by the Democrats. 

The latter had been talking rather loud all 
morning about Cleveland’s strength, even 
long before 9Blaine began to weaken inthe 
ballots, and huge offers to bet were made and 
refused. Mr. 1 Quinlivan wanted to beta 
well-known Republican $1,000 to $600 that 
Blaine would not be the next President, but 
the Republican said he didn’t want to. 

Then Mr. Quinlivan urged him with more 
ardor and generously offered to bet $1,000 to 
$50 on the same proposition but still the Re- 
publican refused. r. Redmond Cleary cre- 
ated some little flurry by proclaiming first that 
he would bet $10,000 or any part of it on Cleve- 
land and secondly that he would bet $20,000 the 
same way and when the crowd walked away 
Mr. Cleary said: N 

Jou see, that’s the way to bluff them. 
Why, do you know, that I wouldn’t beta dol- 
lar on this election. I’d bet a hat, but I 
wouldn’t betadollar. Its ee! hard to tell 
how it’s going to come out. hen the bul- 
letin, announcing Harrison’s nomination, was 
put up and when the cheering had subsided 
Frank Ryan came out of the crowd and 
said he wanted to bet $10,000 at even rates 
that Cleveland would beat Harrison, but no 
one wanted to take him. Then Sid Francis 
came outand said that he would put up $5,000 
orany fraction of it the same way, and still 
no one had _ sufficient nerve to take that 
either. Tom Wood then came out with 
the rather alarming proposition that he 
was willing to bet $75 to $100 that Harrison 
would carry Indiana, but we was ‘‘ha-ha’d’’ 
so generously that he drew in his horns and 
did not make another offer. The crowd by 
this time was in good bumor and several of 
the ‘‘boys’’ wanted to bet $60 to 87 
that Harrison wouldn't carry China, 
Carondelet and other places of that de- 
scription. They also cheered the market 
reports and went wild over aDulletin to the 
effect that the weather was clear in Kausas 
City. The latest offer on Change was $500 to 
$400 on Cleveland, with no takers. 

IN THE POOL ROOMS. 

At Donovan's pool-room the betting had al- 
most come to a standstill. But little, if any 
betting had been done on the nominations all 
day and absolutely none was done after 11 
Oo clock. 

The book was determined not to lose a cent, 
so it quoted Harrison as full, and also 
Blaine. Theodds sgainst the others were: 
5 to2, Sherman; 8 to 1, Gresham; 25 to 1, De- 
pew; 15 tol, Allison, and 8 to 1 field. 

At McGrane’s room, however, there was 

some money put up, and most of it was 
on Blaine. is book had altogether 
about $1,500 on the nomination, and most of 
that was risked on the Maine statesman. 
Just before Harrison’s nomination came in 
the books offered even money against him. 
The otbers were: Biaine, 2 to 1; Sherman, 
2 to 1; Depew, 100 to 1; 
Gresham, 25 tol; Alger, 3 to ° 
Phelps, 30 tol; Foraker, ; McKinley, 
5tol; ingalls, 75 to 1; Hawley, 50 to 1; Grant, 
250 to 1.

THE EMPEROR OPENS THE REICHSTAG. 

BERLIN, June 25.—The Reichstag was opened 
to-day with pomp and brilliancy. After di- 
vine service in the court chapel the Emperor 
was escorted with great cererony to the 
White Hall of the old castie, where he de- 
clared the session open. Throughout his 
speech the Emperor dwells on Germany’s pa- 
cific disposition. He says her policy aims solely 
to ward off attack, not to acquire military 
glory. The Empire,he declares, desires peace 
with all nations. The Emperor says further: 
Germany will adhere to her alliance with 
Austria, which publie opinion supports as the 
basis of European equilibrium and an inberi- 
tance of German history. The same relations 
and national needs unite Germany and Italy. 
These relations will permit the careful culiti- 
vation of the Emperor’s personal friendship 
with the Ozarand the maintenance of the 
pacific relations with Russia, which have ex- 
isted fora century in consonance with the 
Emperor’s feelings and Germany’s interest.

The fire was under control at noon. The es- 
timated loss on the building, owned by Geo. 
Ehret, is $100,000; on the stock of Lichtenstein 
Bros., $100,000, and on the stock of Foster, 
Hanson & Co., $20,000. The origin of thefire 
is unknown.

The Story of the Life of the Favorite Son of 
Indiana, Who, Aftera Hard Fight, Won 
From All Competitors—Other National 
Conventions in Which He Figured as a 
Candidate—His War Record—His Ante- 
cedents — His Political Life—Now En- 
gaged in the Practice of Law at Indian- 
polis. 


Benjamin Harrison of Indiana, whose term 
in the United States Senate, expired March 4, 
1887, was born at North Bend, O., August 20, 
1883, and comes of a distinguished family. 
Maj.-Gen. Harrison was a faithful sdherent of 
Oliver Cromwell and participated in the trial 
of Charies I., signing the death warrant of the 
English King. He subsequently paid for this 
with his life, being hanged October 18, 1660. 
His descendants emigrated to America, and 
the next member of the family that appears 
in history was Benjamin Harrison of Virginia, 
who, as a member of the House of Burgesses, 
and later of the Colonial Congress, bore 
an active and leading part in the patriotic 


Chicago, and threw the vote of that 
Garfield. 


That year he was the head and 
front of the two campaigns in his State. In 
1880 the Indiana Legislature elected him to the 
United States Senate, where his career, if not 
particularly brilliant, has been respectable. 
His name was also mentioned for President in 
the convention of 1880. In the Senate he took 
part in nearly all important debates, and was 
regarded as a strong speaker. As a member 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations he as- 
sisted in the consideration and amendment, 
and united in the umanimous report of the 
Chinese restriction bill introduced by 
Senator Fair of Nevada. On the contract labor 
bill Senator Harrison made a speech favor - 
ing the wholesale emigration of contracted 
labor, being careful, however, to reserve the 
freest possible voluntary emigration of those 
who desired to become American citizens. He 
also spoke on the allen ownership of land,tak- 
ing a decided stand against the evil of foreign- 
ers acquiring large bodies of public and pri- 
vate lands to the exclusion of the actual set- 
tiers. Since the expiration of his Senatorial 
term he has resumed the practice of law at In- 
dianapolis.

An Interview With the So-Called Moses ef

EVANSVILLE, June 25.—The reported strange 
prophesies of the modern black Mahomet near 
Rochester, Ky., whose weird actions are just 
now creating much excitement throughout 
that section, isthe subject of much specula- 
tion to those who have been to see him. The 
POST-DISPATCH correspondent from this city 
has visited the prophet at his humble home 
and brings back a graphic report of his inter- 
view.

Gen. Benjamin H. Harrison. 
movements of the Revolutionary period; was 
one of the signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence; three times elected Governor of 
Virginia,and a member of the convention that 
ratified the Constitution. He was the father 
of Gen. William Henry Harrison, who was 
elected President of the United States in 1840. 
President Harrison was the fatherof John 
Scott Harrison and the grandfather of 

THE ‘‘FAVORITE SON’’ OF INDIANA, 

who is the subject of the present sketch. Ben- 
jamin Harrison entered Miami University, Ox- 
ford, O., at the age of 16 and was graduated at 
18. Prof. David Swing says that Harrison, 
though one ofthe youngest students at Ox- 
ford, was very studious, and early gave evi- 
dence of being foremost in whatever he might 
undertake. He there acquired the habits of 
study and mental discipline which have 
characterized him through life, enabling him 
to grapple with any subject on short notice, 
His was what might be called a legal mind, 
and on quitting college he commenced the 
study of law in Cincinnati with the Hon. B. 8. 
Storer. In 1854 he removed to Indianapolis, 
where he began the practice of his profession. 
He soon won a place as a lawyer in his new 
home, and before 1860 he was also considered 
one of the adlest political speakers 
in the State, taking an early in- 
terest in politics, which he has 
since maintained. The Fremont campaign of 
1856 first saw him upon the stump, and from 
that time on he has been a conspicuous figure 
infevery presidential canvass. Long before 
the war he was pitted against Hen- 
dricks, Voorhees and other men older than 
himself, in the exciting years that led up to 
the election of Morton as Governor. 

In 1860 Mr. Harrison was nominated for re- 
porter of the Supreme Court, and was elected. 
In July, 1862, Gov. Morton, under the call of 
the President for 800,000 three-years troops, 
requested Harrison to assist in recruiting the 
regiment from the Sixth Indiana Dis- 
trict, under that call the quota from 
each district being one regiment. Har- 
rison’s was the first recruiting commission 
issued by the Governor for the Seventieth 
Regiment, bearing date of July 14, 1852, and 
making him a second lieutenant. He was 
made captain of Company Aof the regiment 
as soon as it was recruited,and when the whole 
regiment was filed he was chosen colonel. 
Gov. Morton offered to send some one else 
into the field with the regiment that Col. Har- 
risontmight retain his civil office in Indianapo- 
lis, but the Colonel preferred to 

ö GO WITH THE MEN 
who had chosen him their leader. He refused 
to ask any other man to go where he would 
not willingly go himself and he commanded 
the regiment in the field. After a variety of 
service in Kentucky and Tennessee during the 
next eighteen months, up te January, 186, 
Col. Harrison’s regiment was formally as- 
signed to the First Brigade (Ward’s) of the 
Third Division of the-Twentieth Army Corps; 
and with this organization he served until the 
close of the war. At Resacca he captured the 
enemy’s line and four guns, and at Peach 
Tree Creek, while commanding a brigade, he 
gained such a signal victory that Gen. Hooker 
recommended him to the Secretary of War for 
promotion, and he was made a Brigadier- 
General. During the absence of Gen. Harrison 
in the field the Democratic Supreme Court de- 
clared the office of Supreme Court Reporter 
vacant and another person was elected to the 
position. The General was given a leave of 
absence in the fall of 1864, with orders from 
the War Department to report to Gov. Morton. 
During that thirty days he again made a can- 
vass of the State and was re-elected for 
anotherterm. Then he rejoined the army, 
was in the siege of Nashville, served until the 
surrender of Johnston, and was with his com- 
mand at the final review of the Union forces in 
Washington. 

In 1868 he declined @ re-election as Reporter“ 
of the Supreme Court and resumed

THE GATHERING IN THE FIRST DISTRICT 
POLICE COURT TO-DAY. 


How Judge Cady Settled the Fight Between 
Trapeze Performer Lillie Scott and Lillie 
Walters, “The Woman With the Iron 
Jaw’’—A Peculiar Case of Disturbing the 
Peace—Craps Players Taught a Lesson— 
Some Queer Criminals. 


| A crowd of negro ‘‘craps’’ players were 


taught a lesson this morning by Judge Cady 
which they are not apt to forget in a hurry. 
Over a week ago Officer Pat Hannon raided a 
negro craps game run by Alex Wells in the 
alley in the rear of a barber-shop on Spruce, 
between Sixth and Seventh streets. He cap- 
tured the proprietor and seven men, Nathan 
Sears, Ed Butler, Albert Wilson, Jackson 
Doyle, Walter Woodruff, Andrew Farrell 
and Andrew Gibson. When the cases came up 
City Attorney Butler permitted them to take a 
continuance for a week to enable them to 
raise money for costs in the cases. This morn- 
ing the cases again came up and he agreed to 
enter nolle prosequies in two of the cases and 
let the other six defendants off on payment of 
costs. Wells had agreed to pay the costs for 
the men as is the custom for a proprietor 
of a game to do ‘when players are ar- 
rested in his place. Instead of doing 
it, however, he went about among 


the players and endeavored to get each 
to pay his own costs. They all pleaded guilty 
and Judge Cady, who was annoyed at the way 
they were acting, fined Wells, the proprietor, 
$20 and costs and the other men Gand costs 
each. The annouscement of the fines created 
the greatest consternation among the negroes, 
and they all agreed to pay the costs, 
as first agreed, in six cases. Welle 
was particularly anxious to pay up. 
instead of paying $3.50 costs in each of 
six cases, or $21 in all, their fines had been 
raised to a total of $79.50. Judge Cady said 
they would have to pay up what he had fined 
them or go to the Work-house. They will 
probably go the Work-house. 
POKER PLAYERS. 

The poker players arrested Saturday night 
in the raids made on the rooms of Billi Kerrick, 
Singleton Cave and George McGinnis were be- 
fore Judge Cady this morning. Eight of the 
cases were nollie prosequied and costs were 
paid in each of the other eighteen cases. 

A ‘*PROFESSIONAL’’ RoW. 

Lillie Scott is a trapeze performer who flies 
through the air with the greatest of ease’’ in 
her husband’s 10-cént circus at the 
junction of Chouteau avenue and Man- 
chester road. Lillie Walters is an iron- 
awed woman who performs her 

erculean feats in the same great con- 
solidated show. Saturday night the aerial 
artist called the iron-jawed woman a ‘‘ham- 
fat“ performer. This was too much for the 
woman of jaw fame, and In an instant she and 
the Scott woman were engaged in what the 
husband of the latter termed ‘‘as nice a little 
hair-pulling match as one ever witnessed.’’ 

**A 10-cent show,’’ remarked the Court, 
‘*inflicts enough punishment upon its patrons 
for the price of admission charged, and I can- 
not permit any lengthening of the pro- 

ramme. I will charge these women $5 sach 
or inflicting an extra act upon a patient and 
long-suffering public.’’ 

HOW HE DISTURBED THE PEACE. 

One of the most peculiar charges of disturb- 
ing the peace ever recorded’ was docketed for 
trial in Judge Cady’s court this morning. 
The defendant was William Pinkert, a 
colored man employed as driver of a garbage 
cart by Slop Contractor James Hardy. Louis 
Halle, who keeps a restaurant at No. 506 St. 
Charles street, was the prosecuting witness. 
Bessehl's branch saloon, at Broadway and 8t. 
Charles streets, adjoins Halle’s restaurant, 
and Pinkertisin the habit of standing his 
oart alongside of the restaurant while he 
gathers the garbage from Bessenl’s saloon. 
As he bas to go down into the cellar 

his vehicle usually stands in 
the restaurant for ten 
minutes or 80 every time the garbage 
of the saloon is removed. During these ten 
minutes Halle and his customers derive the 
full benefit of the ‘‘balm of a thousand roses 
which urises from Pinkert’s cart. The 
restaurant keeper alleges that the perfumery 
is blown into the open door of his place and 
permeates his whole establishment. It com- 
pletely destroys for the time being the ap- 
etites of his customers and he thereby sufiers 
nancial loss through the frequent visits of 
the cart. As Hardy agreed to have Pinkert 
gather his load more rapidly in future and not 
permit him to go down Into the cellar at all, a 
nolle prosequl was entered in the case. 
HOW HE SAVED MONEY. 

He is worth $30,000, your Honor, and was 
up to his head in mire,’’ explained. Officer 
Dan O’ Connor thie morning, referring to Win. 
Ruhe, who had just pleaded guilty to cleaning 
a vault without a permit. Ruheis a well-ta- 
do man, Who was arrested for cilean- 
ing out a vault on his premises on Papin, 
between Fourteenth and Fifteenth streets, 
without a permit. He was doing the work 
himself instead of 18388 others to do it. 
His economy proved 4 boomerang in this case 
however, as Judge Cady fined him $50. At- 
terward the fine was remitted on payment of 
$2 and costs or $28.50in all. He could have 
saved himeelf allthe work and considerable 
money by employing others to do the job.

There is one thing that puzzles me, re- 
marked R. L. Stoddard of California to a Post-

viated distortion, Frisco.“ Ithink the idea 
must have originally emanated from the 
brain of some dime-novel romancer. They 
invariably have it Frisco“ in light literature 
until people east of the Rockies have come to 
believe that an off-hand use of the name im- 
plies familiarity with the Pacific Coast and 
the life there, just as when Amer- 
icans call Derby ‘Darby.’ The opinion of the 


correctness of the abbreviation has no doubt 
been materially strengthened by the example 
set ina big railroad system adopting the title 
as a pet one, but this does not excuse the mis- 
take. San Francisco isa beautiful name, and 
should be given the benefit of every syllable. 
It is much more euphonious and 
creditable to the town, but what I started out 
tu say was that‘ Frisco is positively incor- 
rect, and is never applied by those to the 
manner born. There is a little town up in the 
California hills by this name, and if people re- 
ferred to it when they said ‘’Frisco’ it would 
be well enough. But they don’t, and I sup- 
pose they never will. The dime novel and the 
Hippant have done their duty, and doubtless 
itis only a question of time when San Fran- 
cisco, with all its syllables, will only be iound 
on school maps.

MURDER AS A FINE ART. 


* 


A. J. Pleasanton of the Dakota Bad Lands 
Tells Some Queer Stories. 

Talking about murder as a fine art, said 

A. J. Pleasanton, who lives up near the Da- 

kato Bad Lands, to a PosT-DISPaTCH reporter, 


and to whom the gruesome subject had 


been suggested by a reference to the 
Maxwell case, ‘‘talking about murder as 
a fine art, 1am reminded of the perfection to 
which the safe and scientific slaying of one’s 


fellow-man was brought many years ago in 
the northwest, and which opened my eyes not 
a little to the methods of the min- 
ing men among whom I went to 
live when 1 first visted the Black 
Hills. Now, don’t understand me as inveigh- 
ing against the West ard its border life, or 
criticising for criticism’s sake the code of 
morals of the pioneers. Far from it. The 
country of which I speak is misrepresented 
enough, and its manners held up to a gibing 
ng by reckless writers too often 
or me to strengthen the impression that the 
frontiersman is normally a cut-throat. What 
I do want to say is that there is no more dan- 
gerous man on earth than the citizen of a 
frontier town when he becomes absolutely con- 
vinced that he must have the life of an enemy. 
Times are changing now and the period ts 
assing away when each one set himself up 
or an all-sufficient judge of personal right 
and wrong. People go to law where they for- 
merly reached for the handiest weapon, and 
Blackstone is resorted to oftener than the 
bowle knife. But it was ditterent 
when I first went West, sa when 
the Home Stake miners were pillaged of their 
first big pay dirt, and I must confess that my 
heart failed me until I grew accustomed to the 
new order of things. Mind you, I 
speaking of desparadoes, but 
who made of murder a peers when 
confronted by some stern situation. 
and who would go to workin the most cold- 
blooded manner imaginable in order to attain 
their end. It was very terrible to my inex- 
erilenced mind when Jim Waters, we will call 
im, for 1 don’t wish to revive unpleasant 
recollections up at home, shot down a man 
who stood high in our little community 
of miners and traders a few miles to the north 
of Sturgis, ina little town that has long since 
been abandoned. Waters had made up his 
mind to kill his enemy, and how do you sup- 
pose he went about it? Why, in true West- 
ern fashion, for he had no desire of 
having his neck stretched for his pains. The 
party of which his foe was a member was 
working a claim just across the ridge from us, 
and one fine morning Waters saw his man 
slowly walking along the summit of the rise 
axe in hand, looking for frewood. His min 
was made up in an instant, and he quietly left 
camp in the direction of his enemy. We could 
hear nothing of the quarrel. The first thin 
we knew was that Waters had 
turned and was running at full 
speed, pursued by the man whom I 
was afterward convinced he had deliberately 
started out to kill. The pursuer gained a 
littleand raised hisaxe asif tostrike, and 
then we saw Watersturn and halt. There 
was a little puff of smoke, the crack of a six- 
shooter and the man with the axe was 
dead. Self-defense, wasn’t it? of 
course, that’s what they said at the 
trial. That’s what the witnesses swore and 
whatIswere, though we felt in our hearts 
that Waters was a cold-blooded murderer. I 
merely tell you this to illustrate what I would 
call Western tactics.’ The West is my home 
now and I love it, but I recognize its faults 
and am only too glad to see the tide of tender - 
feet setting our way.

A GHASTLY MYSTERY. 


Discovery of the Skeleton of a Missing 
Texas Cattleman. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcn. 
GAINESVILLE, Tex., June 25.—News was re- 
ceived here to-day from Mobeetie, thata few 
days since a party of cowboys discovered the 
skeleton ofa man ln the »reaks of Salt Fork 
of Red River, in Rocking-chairranch.

Clements, who stated t e former had 
left the evening be*-.re with rela- 
tives, who came tl.ough the country 
in a wagon for Colorado. He said 
Rush had sold bis cuttle and all his interests 
to him. His story and manner aroused the 
suspicions of the vowboy, who examined the 
locality and for :d no wagon tracks. His sus- 
picions were communicated to nis associates 
and the matter became a vine 4 oa of general 
gossip on the range, the belief being currently 
expresse.. that Clements hag made away with 
Rush to secure his cattle. Shortly afterward 
Clements gathered up nearly all the cattle in 
Ruga's brand, and assisted by one or two 
other parties, drove them to Kansas and sold 
them. Returning about a yeur ago he effected 
"4% sale ofasmall remainder of Rush's cattle 
left on the range, and alter this he disap- 
peared.
